Spain’s Dead Soldiers and Seamen Food for 
Sharks and Vultures. 


OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 7, 
the Associated Press Dispatch Boat Daunt- 
less, via Port Antonio, July 8, by Way of 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 8, 11:50 p. m.—The 
vessels which composed Admiral Cervera’s 
squadron, converted into wrecked charnel 
houses. are littering the Cuban coast, and 
the of desolation, ruin, horror and 
death baffle description. 

At the entrance of the harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba lies the Reina Mercedes, sunk at 
midnight on July 3% Westward five miles 
from the harbor is a torpedo-boat destroyer, 
stuck fast in the rocks, close in shore, and 
battered by the surf. Rocks jutting out of 
the water in front where she lies hide her 
hull from view. Her davits and the top of 
her conning tower alone mark her resting 
place. | 

Visible from the sea, a few miles further, 
in an inlet embraced by two mighty arms 
of black rocks that extend haif a mile into 
the sea, are the remains of the twin cruis- 
ers Infanta Marta Teresa and Almiranie 
Oquendo, formerly the pride of the Spanish 
navy. 

On beyond lies the Vizcaya, a mass 


defying total annihilation. Inside of them 
the work of destruction is complete. 

Their boilers, engines, bunkers and mag- 
“zines have been blown into unrecogniga- 
ble masses of twisted, melted iron. Expled- 
ed shells, burned rifles and revolvers, pieces 
of yellow brasswork and gold and silver 
coin, melted by the intense heat, are strewn 
all over the remains of the once proud ar- 
mored cruisers, whose protective decks only 
stand in places 

But the most ghastly, horrible sights in 
those steel coffins are the mangled, scarred 
and charred bodies of hundreds of brave 
sailors, sacrificed for their country. Buz- 
zards are feeding off the dead and others 
are hovering over the wrecks. 

On the beach other flocks of yultures gft 
in silence waiting for the sea to give Up 
its dead. Every tide adds to the tale of 
horror, washing up such ones, as, for in- 
stance, as a sleeve inclosing a wasted arm, 
other portions of human bodies gnawed by 
hungry charks and countless relies of the 
baftle.

MADRID, Spain, Thursday night, July 7.—I obtained to-day from a compe- 
tent naval source the following statement of the naval situatioff so far as Spain 
is concerned: 

“We lost at Manila vessels worth $5,000,000. 

“At Santiago we lost vessels worth $18,000,000, 

“Our fleet under Admiral Camara must come home because it really consists 
of only two war vessels, the Pelayo and the Car!os V., and therefore could not cope 
with Admiral Dewey after the arrival of American reinforcements. 

“Our torpedo boat destroyers have proved worthless against battleships and 
cruisers properly handled. 

“We have at home no available naval force ready. 

“Take, for instance, the vessels at Cadiz. 

“The armored cruiser Princess de Asturias, launched in 1896, has neither her 
guns, boilers, plates or fittings, and, moreover, they are not nearly ready for her. 

“The Alionso » REE a second-class protected cruiser, has been entirely dis- 
mantled in order to see if some day she can be made seaworthy, 

“The Numancia, an old but recently remodeled ironclad, and the dispatch 
boat Meteor, are the nearest ready for service. 

“At the Cartagena navy yard the condition of affairs is no better. 

“The Vitoria, an old style reconstructed ironclad, is far from ready, and the 
two other vessels there are in a backward state. 

“The Ferol navy yard can only show the armored cruiser Cardinal Cisneros, 
which may be got ready in six weeks; two small cruisers in a more backward state, 
and the Lepanto, a protected cruiser, whicih will be ready some time in August. 
“The vessels mentioned constitute Spain's whole naval strength at home, with 
the exception of a few merchantmen converted into auxiliary cruisers and the 
local torpedo squadrons for the defense of the wavy yards at Ferol, Cadiz and 
Cartagena.”

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SUBURBAN TRAIN SERVICE. 


The suburban train service for St. Louls has not kept pace 
ith the development of the through train service, nor with 
demand. The removal of the Union Station from Twelfth 
*hteenth street has also been a severe blow to the growth 
. yburbs, because the rallroads failed to supply a down- 
town station for suburban trains. As tf to emphasize this neg- 
lect, several of the suburban trains back into the Union Sta- 
tion on the Twentieth street side, adding two more blocks to 
the distance from the business center. 

The expectation that the electric cars would fill the need for 
suburban travel has not been realized, because the street car 
routes are on zigzag lines and the speed is necessarily slow. 

There are miles and miles of residence lots in St. Louis 
County which would be desirable if the steam railroads would 
make them accessible. 
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If there were any merit in the Charter Amendments no 4i!s- 
reputable methods would be necessary to carry them. Every 
intelligent citizen favors city improvements, but he wants 
improvements that do mot mean confiscation and that are not 
accompanied by loot.
